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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Final rejection is still stands. 
With regard to Onakado's reference, applicant argued that it does not disclose "an erase voltage applying to the P-type drain region". 
However, as rejected and explained by the final rejection, examiner had already explained that the P-type source and P-type drain in the 
semiconductor memory art is inherently known to be use interchangably. Examiner interchange Onakado's P-type source as the P-type 
drain and P-type drain as a P-type source. That is, Onakado's P-type source is equivalent to the applicant's claimed P-type drain having 
an erase voltage is applied thereto. Therefore, Onakado's reference does disclose "an erase voltage applying to the P-type drain region" 
With regard to Lin's reference, applicant argued that Lin does not disclose "applying an erase voltage to the N-type well region", but only 
that the N-type well region is coupled to ground. Examiner like to point out that Lin indeed disclosed an erase voltage to the N-type well 
region. The erase voltage in Lin's reference is a ground voltage or a 0 voltage. Since applicant's claimed limation does not specifically 
claimed the erase voltage can not be of a 0 voltage, Lin's reference therefore does meet the limitation that was argued lacked of by the 
applicant. 
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
